Drivers’ I Arc use Act 


I t is proposed to make the fee for an operator’s license, a 
minimum and nominal one of 25 cents, according to the provi­ 
sions of the drivers’ license act which will be submitted to the | 
state legislature in January by the Minnesota State Automobile 
Association. The terms of the bill also provide that it shall be ad­ 
ministered by the State Highway Department where the issuance 
of licenses and general enforcement procedure would come under 
the direction of Earle Brown, Chief of the State Highway Patrol, 
and his deputies. 
With such a small license fee it is the contention of Dr. Ii. 
W. Kelly, of Aitkin, President of the State Automobile Associa­ 
tion, that there can hardly he any well founded objection to the 
passage of a drivers’ license law on economic grounds or on the 
theory that a new state department will need to he i n a u g u r a t e d . 
Dr. Kelly went on to say that, “ Minnesota now has an exceedingly j 
efficient State Highway Department whose primary job is to con-1 
struct and maintain a system of trunk highways throughout the, 
state. It is not enough, however, to build and maintain these r o a d ­ 
ways, but we have already found that a further step is necessary j 
in the nature of supervising and regulating the driving habits of; 
those who frequent our highways. 
The State Highway Patrol was created to do this job and to 
prevent our citizens from annihilating one another while using) 
the state roads in the ordinary pursuit of their business or pleas­ 
ure. A few years ago driving was a luxury, today it’s a common­ 
place, but a few years from now it will be a privilege, and a privil­ 
ege accorded only to those who have demonstrated their fitness to 
drive carefully and properly, and to pay for any damage or in-1 
jury which they have been the cause of. The personnel of tin* 
Patrol has undergone extensive and thorough preparation in mat­ 
ters pertinent to traffic and its regulation. The careful drivers * 
of the state may well have confidence in the ability of these men j j 
to properly issue driving licenses, as well as to take tin* lead in * 
apprehending the flagrant violator and barring him from the j 
roadways. 
The state machinery for putting a drivers’ license* law and a 
financial responsibility law into effectual operation is already ex- 
istant; the fee is nominal and the exigency of the situation de­ 
mands that immediate action of some kind be taken to cheek the* 
lawlessness of the highways. A drivers’ license law and a finan­ 
cial responsibility law, fair and equitable in their provisions and 
reasonably enforced, afford the greatest promise of constructive 
accomplishment along this line.”
